Leopold II., King of the Belgians, a 


monarch with the imagination of a 
poet and the practical ability of a cap- 
tain of industry or finance, has turned 
his extraordinary talents into the field 
of polar research. 
With his undoubt- 


ed genius for organization, his plan 
for 
International 
polar 
expeditions 


should achieve the most Important re- 
sults. 


The 
detail* of 
the 
remarkable 


scheme have not been perfected, bat sufficient wae made known at the re- 
cent sitting of the International Economic Congress at Mons, at which five 
well-known Arctic explorers were present, to show that the plan comprises 
nn international combination of explorers, acting in accord In a thoroughly 
scientific and determined attempt to explore the great barren spots near 
the north and south terrestrial poles. 


Organized through the good office* of the various governments interested 


in the scheme, it is proposed that the work shall be undertaken upon a 
general plan In which the government of King Leopold will play a great 
part A part of the proposition bat to do with the-opening of liberal sub- 
scriptions, which will be headed by the King of the Belgians with a grati- 
fying sum. 
It Is announced that numerous subscriptions have been re- 
ceived. 


In 1883 an international expedition sent north established a series of 


observation stations around the Arctic Circle. But King Leopold's scheme 
is conceived on a grander scale than has yet been seen and promises to 
have for its central idea the same conception of combination of interests 
which works so economically In the business world. In short, King Leo- 
pold proposes to estab'Hsh a polar trust, which will have for its object the 
economical and thorough conquest of the vast Icy regions, the secrets of 
which have heretofore baffled all attempts at discovery. 


So great has been the interest in Arctic and Antarctic research In re- 


cent years that it 4s but natural for the utilitarian man of business to In- 
quire, "Whence comes the good? 
Why spend all this money and effort, 


nnd occasionally human lives," Is asked, "to find the North or South Pole? 
They can be of no practical benefit when they are found, and, theoretically, 
we know where they are. So what is the use?" 


The value of polar research, or, Indeed, of the exploration of any exten- 


sive unknown surface of the earth, is Incalculable. The knowledge already 
gained by the expeditions which have figuratively played with the ice 
fringe of the Arctics and Antractics, has materially advanced several use- 
ful sciences. 


On an estimated land area of the earth of 142,000,000 square miles,

square miles of area in yet to be surveyed, and at the South pole lies a 
continent more than twice the size of Europe awaiting exploration.

Ian liners bring news of the Invention 
of Rear-Admiral Oulmarez of the Bra- 
zilian navy, which will, it is said, ren- 
der it possible for vessels to cross the 
seas in the most tempestuous weather.

What is now a fertile and populous 


valley was many centuries ago a great 
lake or inland sea, a hundred miles in 
length, into which flowed the .waters 
of the 
Colorado 
river. 
Owing 
to 


changes in the course of the river, the 
inflow ceased and the water 'of the 
lake finally evaporated. 
At the lowest 


point in the valley a salt rnarsh .was 
left, the bottom of which was nearly 
300 feet below sea level. 


About a year ago an irrigation com- 


pany cut. a shallow ditch through the 
bank of the Colorado river into this 
basin. A little later, at a time when 
the water in the river was very high, 
the banks of this ditch were cut away 
and its bottom was sourced out by the 
rapid current, so that now practically 
the entire volume of the water In the 
river flows Into the basin. During the 
past, six or eight months thousand:) of 
dollars have been expended in various 
ineffectual attempts to control the In- 
flow of the river. The salt march has 
been enlarged to form a lake forty 
or fifty miles in length. 


The water IH rising at the rate of 


about an inch a day. The proposed 
surveys will furnish data for an ac- 
curate map of that portion of the old 
lake that lies within the United States 
and will enable the cartographers of 
the survey to show In correct position 
on the map the numerous towns with- 
in the area, the channel of the two 
streams that carry the waters of the 
Colorado river to the lake and various 
other topographic features. With these 
data in hand a careful estimate can bo 
made of tho time that it would .take 
to fill this great lake basin again 
should the course of the Colorado river 
not lie changed.

SUGAR STATISTICS POR 


United States Leads All Other Coun- 


tries In the Consumption of 


Sugar. 


Washington.—The value of sugar 


brought Into this country during 1905 
was far above that of any earlier year, 
according to a bulletin issued by tho 
bureau of statistics of the department 
of commerce nnd labor. 


Tho bulletin says: 
"The value of 


sugar Imported 
during the 
eleven 


months of 1905 ended with November 
5 was $148,576,345, of which $61,486,- 
266 was from the non-contiguous ter- 
ritory of the United States. The es- 
timate Is that the total sugar Imports 
for 1905 will aggregate considerably 
above $160,000,000, while the highest 
figure in any fiscal year prior to 1905 
was $m,'000,000 in 1894, when an un- 
usually large quantity was Imported 
In anticipation of a change In the tar- 
iff. 


"The United States Is Increasing 


steadily and rapidly in Its consumption 
of sugar and importations have doub- 
led In the last twenty years, while the 
population meantime Increased but 60 
per cent. Tho United States Is the 
largest sugar consuming country In 
the world. The average consumption 
for each Individual In 1904 was about 
75 pounds. 
The United States con- 


sumes about one-fourth of the sugar 
Is forming at present a larger pro- 
portlpn of tho world's sugar 
supply 


than during 1890-1902.

Hcheme have not been perfected, but sufficient was made known at the re- 
cent sitting of the International Economic Congress at Mons, at which five 
well known Arctic explorers were present, to show that the plan comprises 
nn International combination of explorers, acting In accord In a thoroughly 
scientific and determined attempt to explore the great barren spots near 
the north and south terrestrial poles. 


Organized through the good offices of th« various governments Interested 


in the scheme, It Is proposed that the work shall be undertaken upon a 
general plan In which the government of King Leopold will play a great! 


part. 
A part of the proposition has to do with the-opening of liberal sub- 


scriptions, which will be headed by the King of the Belgians with a grati- 
fying sum. 
It Is announced that numerous subscriptions have been re- 


celved. 


In 1883 an International expedition sent north established a series of 


observation stations around the Arctic Circle. 
Bnt King Leopold's scheme 


Is conceived on a grander scale than has yet been seen and promises to 
have for Its central Idea the same conception of combination of Interests 
which works so economically In the business world. 
In short, King Leo- 


pold proposes to establish a polar trust, which will have for Its object the 
economical and thorough conquest of the vast Icy regions, the secrets of 
which have heretofore baffled all attempts at discovery. 


So great has been the interest In Arctic and Antarctic research In re- 


cent years that It 4s but natural for the utilitarian man of business to in- 
quire, "Whence comes the good? 
Why spend all this money and effort, 


imd occasionally human lives," Is asked, "to find the North or South Pole? 
They can be. of no practical benefit when they are found, and, theoretically, 
we know whore they are. 
So what Is the u.se?" 


The value of polar research, or, Indeed, of the exploration of any exten- 


sive unknown surface of the earth, is Incalculable. The knowledge already 
gained by the expeditions which have figuratively played with the ic« 
fringe of the Arctics and Antracllcs, has materially advanced several use- 
ful sciences. 


On nn estimated Innd area of the earth of 142,000,000 square miles, 


20.000,000 square miles nro entirely unexplored, nnd one-half of this un- 
known surface lies around the two Poles. 
After many centuries of geo- 


gniphlcal progreHK, one-seventh of the estimated land surface of the world 
remains hidden from knowledge. Around the North pole almost 3,000,000 
square miles of area Is yet to be surveyed, and at the South pole lie's • 
continent more than twice the size of Europe awaiting exploration.

In 1890 'the theological sera 


inarles In the-synod of Illinois had 921 stu 
dents, and in 1&04 only 662 students, a smaller 
number than any year gince 1888. 
It Is not 


surprising that the framers of the report speak 


of the facts as perilous to the church's interests. But the 
facts themselves nre far from surprising.' 
The record Is 


monotonously similar to that contained In the annual re- 
ports of other evangelical bodies. The harvest Is ripe, but 
.he laborers nre few. 


.Singularly, however, the Presbyterian board suggests 


that the proper way to bring a change for the better is to 
llsabuse, In the minds of young men, the notion that the 
ministry Is overcrowded. The reasons for the lack of theo- 
ogical students go far deeper. 
Commonly, the fault Is 


laid to the growing commercialism of the age and a lack of 
consecration In purely spiritual endeavor. This is probably 
as far from the truth as the other notion that prospective 
students think the ministry overcrowded. 


There never was a time, in the world's history, when 


there was more self-sacrificing devotion to humanitarian 
and ethical uplifting than the present. This Is proved by 
the marvelous growth of settlement foundations, liberal 
Boo-lot!OH and churches, and kindred movemerts. Not only 
largo wealth, but Individual human effort, is being increas- 
ingly laid on the altar of humanltarlanlsm. 


The falling off among tiie evangelical clergy is directly 


traceable to the assumption, rightly or wrongly, that thoso 
bodies do not give their future ministers full freedom from 
the charge of illiborallty and narrowness. 
There is as 


much splendid consecration as ever, In the higher altruistic 
Molds. If there is a falling off among the smaller callbered' 
who look upon the mlnlstery as a profession, it is not a 
very serious matter. All evangelical churches represent, In 
greater or less degree, specific movements and upheav-Ms 
In the religious world.

according to a bulletin issued by tho 
bureau of statistics of the department, 
of commerce and labor.
